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‘Mindless’ vobs 
set fire to wicket 


A NEW cricket pitch 
has been ruined by 
vandals just six 
weeks after it was 
used for the first 
time. 

A fire was started 
deliberately in the 
middle of the playing 
surface on New¬ 
market’s Severals 
Green. 

Wooden stakes and rope 
used to keep people off the 
wicket were piled up and set 
alight leaving a burned 
patch of around a metre 
square. 

Town councillors who 
supported the moves to 
return cricket to the green 
after a break of more than 
40 years have condemned 
the vandals. 

Cllr Richard Fletcher, who 
lives nearby, said: “What 
mean-spirited mindless 
vandalism. 

“What sort of town are we 
living in and what sort of 
town do we want?” 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, the 
mayor, said: “Senseless is 
the word that comes to 
mind. I wouldn’t hazard to 
guess at the motives of the 
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people that would do this 
sort of thing to spoil 
people’s fun and enjoyment. 

“At the very minimum it is 
an inconvenience and at 
worst possibly very expen¬ 
sive to put right.” 

He said the council’s 
Severals caretaker would try 
to help the grass recover by 
scraping away the burnt 
area and watering it. 

It is thought that the 
damage will not stop cricket 
matches being played on 
other adjoining areas. 

Last year the council had 
to remove an artificial 
playing surface after it was 
burned deliberately a 
number of times. 

A new pavilion has been 
built on The Severals with 
£660,000 support from 
Darley Stud Management, 
the horse breeding business 
headed by Sheikh Mo¬ 
hammed, ruler of Dubai.

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Better survival 
rate for babies 


BABIES in the east of 
England have the 
highest survival rate 
in the country, a new 
report reveals. 

Mortality rates of 
infants are as low as 
five in 1,000 births 
for perinatal mor¬ 
tality - during or 
immediately after 
birth - and three in 
1,000 for still births, 
the lowest in the UK. 

The report, by the 
Centre for Maternal 
and Child Enquiries 
into Perinatal Mor¬ 
tality, has also 
revealed the east’s 
neonatal mortality 
rate - where death 
occurs within 28 days 
of the birth - is jointly 
the lowest along with 
the South East Coast 
region. 

Birte Harlev-Lam, 
regional maternity 
services lead, said: 
“The death of any 
baby is a tragedy 
which is why it is so 
important for NHS 
trusts to do every¬ 
thing they can to 


reduce perinatal 
mortality rates. 

“This report shows 
that perinatal mor¬ 
tality rates are con¬ 
tinuing to fall in the 
east of England and 
are the lowest in the 
country, which is a 
great achievement 
and a reflection of the 
effectiveness of the 
east of England peri¬ 
natal networks. 

“However, we will 
continue to work to 
reduce the rates 
further and reduce 
the heartbreaking 
experience of a baby’s 
death for even more 
families.” 

She added: “We 
welcome the recom¬ 
mendations that the 
Centre for Maternal 
and Child Enquiries 
has made in this re¬ 
port and will be 
studying these reco¬ 
mmendations to 
ensure we continue 
to improve the out¬ 
comes for babies 
born in the east of 
England.”

Shoppers set to be 
hit by roadworks 


TRAFFIC chaos is ex¬ 
pected when part of a 
busy road is dug up for 
repairs. 

Two sections of busy 
Fordham Road, Newmarket, 
are affected by the 
roadworks. 

Overnight works on the 
section near the town’s Tesco 
store and the A14 junction 
started on Monday. 

The road is being 
resurfaced in a £105,000 
scheme which was 
postponed from Friday of 
last week when heavy rain 
was forecast. 

Work on the two round¬ 
abouts at the junctions with 
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Willie Snaith Road and 
Studlands Park Avenue is due 
to be completed on Sunday 
night. 

Guy Smith, Suffolk County 
Council’s assistant west area 
highways manager, said the 
work on the roundabouts 
had been scheduled for 
Sunday night to avoid 
disruption with shopping at 
Tesco and also to avoid 
clashes with a separate 
repair scheme nearer to the 
town centre. 

The other scheme will 
involved repairing a 


subsided section of road 
near the town’s Waitrose 
supermarket. 

The £10,000 works involve 
deep excavation and patch¬ 
ing. 

It is due to be carried out 
between 6pm and 10pm 
tomorrow, between 8am and 
10pm on Saturday and 
between 8am and 6pm on 
Sunday. 

Mr Smith said it was hoped 
that the road would not be 
closed for the whole time 
scheduled. 

Diversions will be sign¬ 
posted for both schemes. 

He said: “Access to prop¬ 
erties will be maintained. 


However, disruption is in¬ 
evitable and road users 
should allow more time for 
their journey.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, a 
member of Newmarket Town 
Council and Forest Heath 
District Council, said the 
work near Waitrose was likely 
to cause major disruption to 
Saturday shopping traffic. 

He said only brief infor¬ 
mation had been given to the 
town council about the 
scheme. 

“There should have been 
more publicity and more 
explanation because it will 
have an impact on the town,” 
he said.

Text service to help 
power cut victims 


AN energy firm has 
launched a new SMS 
text messaging service to 
keep customers updated 
during a power failure. 

EDF Energy Networks’ 
new free service offers 
any customer who con¬ 
tacts the company to 
report an interruption to 
their power supply the 
opportunity of opting to 
give their mobile phone 
number to receive text 
updates about the 
incident. 

In the past, in the East 
of England, South East 
and London, where EDF 
Energy Networks owns 
and runs the electricity 
distribution networks, 
there was a limited text 
messaging service. 

This service sent an 
estimated time when 
their power was likely to 
be restored to all who 


requested it, and con¬ 
firmed when all power 
supplies were back on. 

Now the initiative has 
been expanded to offer 
more detailed updates in 
the form of 6 to 11 text 
messages per incident. 

Customers will receive 
a text when engineers 
are on their way to 
investigate the problem, 
when they are working 
on site, when the prob¬ 
lem has been located 
and more. 

Matt Rudling, EDF 
Energy Networks’ head 
of customer service, 
said: “We are very keen 
to keep our customers 
informed about our 
engineers’ progress, 
when they work to 
restore power supplies 
often in very difficult 
conditions.”

An interim hearing 
will be held on September 8 when the 
youth is not required to attend.

Council to take up Lord 
Derby’s offer of talks 


TOWN councillors have agreed 
to meet the man behind 
controversial plans to build 
1,200 new homes. 

Members of Newmarket Town 
Council have said they will listen to 
Lord Derby’s proposals for possibly 
reducing his plans to develop 160 acres 
of his land on the edge of the town. 

The scheme has met fierce oppo¬ 
sition from the town’s horse racing 
industry Leaders of the industry have 
warned that the scheme would 
threaten Newmarket’s international 
status as the home of horse racing. 

Lord Derby’s application for 
planning permission to develop his 
Hatchfield Farm was turned down by 
district councillors in June. 
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But the site remains part of Forest 
Heath District Council’s core strategy 
for developments in the next 20 years. 

A legal challenge has been mounted 
by the racing industry in a bid to 
remove the site from the strategy and 
prevent even a scaled-down scheme 
from going ahead. 

Lord Derby has circulated a letter to 
all district and town councillors 
offering to start talks about a possibly 
reduced scheme. 

He has also offered to spend millions 
of pounds on community improve¬ 
ments including traffic lights on the 


A14 slip roads near the site and a new 
bridge or underpass so that horses can 
safely cross Fordham Road. 

Cllr Richard Fletcher, who chairs the 
town council’s development and plan¬ 
ning committee, said the committee 
agreed at its meeting on Monday to 
invite Lord Derby to speak to them. 

He said: “We agreed to take up his 
offer to speak to us. We felt it would be 
churlish to turn him down.” 

But he said there was no com¬ 
mitment from the town council, which 
has so far opposed the scheme, to 
change its mind. 

Lord Derby is expected to meet town 
councillors in September. 

District councillors have agreed to 
oppose the legal challenge by the 


racing industry. 

But the council has refused to reveal 
the cost of its legal action. 

In response to a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act request by the Weekly News, 
a council legal manager said: “There are 
no specific approved budgets or funds 
to cover the legal costs of the current 
legal challenge to the core strategy 

“No specific amount has been 
reserved to cover the council’s costs. 
The finance will be drawn from 
reserves.” 

He added that the council had voted, 
in private session, on June 30 to fight 
the legal challenge. 

The official record of the meeting is 
not due to be published until next 
month.

Traders hit out at 
shop sign scheme

A £10,000 scheme to 
provide new signs advert¬ 
ising shops off New¬ 
market’s High Street has 
come under fire from 
traders who will face legal 
action if they continue to 
use their own signs. 

Newmarket Town Council 
has ordered four permanent 
signs which allow the names of 
shops in side streets to be 
displayed. 

Planning permission has just 
been granted for the signs 
which are due to be installed by 
October. 

Once they are in place any 
shop which continues to use an 
unauthorised sign will face legal 
action. 

It is the latest move in the 
controversy which flared last 
year when former councillor 
Jane Bailey, who was mayor at 
the time, launched a campaign 
to clean up the town and 
remove the “clutter” of 
advertising boards from the 


High Street. 

A number of traders in streets 
off the High Street - Old Station 
Road, Rous Road, Sun Lane and 
Wellington Street - argued that 
they needed the boards to let 


shoppers know about their 
businesses. 

Traders will pay nearly £400 a 
year to have their name 
displayed on the new boards. 
Their contributions will help 


pay for the signs. 

Forest Heath District Council 
is also paying towards the 
scheme together with the town 
council and contributions are 
also being made from the local 
budgets of county councillors 
Lisa Chambers and Bill Sadler. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, chairman 
of the town council’s com¬ 
munity services committee, 
said the new black and gold 
signs would help remove a 
“clutter” of signs from the High 
Street. 

But Patrick Cowell, owner of 
Treasures furniture and 
antiques in Rous Road, said: “I 
feel I’m being forced into having 
our name on the new sign. 

“Retailers pay so much in 
business rates but we get 
nothing back from the council. 

“I don’t think the council has 
got its priorities right. 

“They should be doing 
something to encourage some 
more different shops. 

“Visitors we get in the shop 
say they are quite disappointed 
with the variety of shops in the 
town for a place with New¬ 
market’s reputation.”

Other incidents were in 
Sudbury, Bury St Edmunds 
and Hitcham. 

Chief Inspector Martin 
Barnes-Smith said: “While I 
am concerned that so many 
vulnerable people were 
targeted by bogus callers in 
West Suffolk, it is pleasing to 
see that the public are 
becoming more aware of this 
type of offence and are 
putting our advice into 
practice. 

“Two people refused entry 
altogether and another two 
very quickly told the callers to 
leave as they did not feel they 
were genuine. 

“Where entry was gained 
fortunately nothing was 
stolen.” 

Anyone with information 
about the bogus callers 
should call Suffolk police 
(01473) 613500 or dial 999 if a 
crime is in progress.

T "TEADS turn as 
I— Polly Noble 
A A walks down 
t±ie street. She’s got 
our photographer in 
tow: snapping away, 
flashgun firing, he’s 
attracting plenty of 
attention from a 
group of visiting 
schoolkids corralled 
on the pavement. 

But - petite and 
impossibly pretty, with 
glossy dark hair, glowing 
eyes and luminous skin - 
it’s Polly herself who’s 
creating the real stir. 

To see the 28-year-old, 
striding along King’s Parade 
and smiling for the camera, 
it’s nigh on inconceivable 
to think she’s battling 
cancer. In fact, Polly has got 
secondary cervical cancer - 
and doctors have deemed 
it incurable. 

“This may sound mad to 
a lot of people, but I’m 
really happy, happier than 
I've ever been,” says Polly, 
settling herself at a cafe 
table and ordering a pot of 
green tea. 

“I’m a firm believer that 
things happen for a reason. 
When I was first diagnosed 
with cancer, at 24, it was a 
wake-up call: it woke me 
from the coma I’d been 
walking round in. It made 
me realise that life really is 
short; you have to get on

and live it. 

“Second time round it’s 
made me want to pass that 
message on: to say: ‘Don’t 
wait for your life to be 
turned upside down before 
you start living it to the full 
- start right now’...” 

Since her diagnosis, Polly 
has changed her life 
radically. She’s quit a career 
as a PA in the City and has 
trained as a life coach. She’s 
learned the arts of 
meditation and 
visualisation and become 
an expert in nutrition. And 
she's embarked on what 
she describes as a “healing 
journey”: a mission to cure 
herself of the cancer. 

“I had the conventional 
treatments - chemo and 
radiotherapy - first time 
round, and I’m not 
knocking them,” says Polly. 
“This time I was told I 
could have some 
radiotherapy, but there 
were no guarantees it 
would make a difference; 
basically, I was told my 
condition was incurable. 

So I decided to heal 
myself.” 

Polly has formulated a 
rigorous treatment plan. 
Her diet is strict. She has 
cut out food said to feed 
cancer cells (wheat, sugar, 
dairy) and introduced anti¬ 
inflammatory foodstuffs 


(like turmeric). 

She has also given up 
meat and alcohol; instead 
she eats endless salads and 
drinks stacks of freshly- 
squeezed organic fruit and 
veg juices (picking 
ingredients, like broccoli, 
which are known for their 
antioxidant properties). 

She also meditates and 
practises visualisation 
religiously every day; in the 
shower, for example, she 
pictures the water washing 
the cancer cells out of her 
body - and straight down 
the drain. 

At Polly’s last scan, just 
two weeks ago, the largest 
of the two secondary 
tumours - close to her 
thyroid gland, in her neck- 
had shrunk by 1mm. 

“That may not sound 
like much, but to me that’s 
real progress; my mum and 
I had a quick ‘high five’ 
when we came out of the 
treatment room,” she says. 
“But I’m not expecting the 
cancer to be gone 
overnight. This is a way of 
life for me now.” 

Polly was first diagnosed 
with cancer in the winter of 
2005. Aged just 24, she’d 
suffered a bout of serious 
bleeding. Tests revealed 
advanced cervical cancer: 
it had spread up Polly’s 
abdomen and into her 
lymph system. 

Surgery, chemo and 
radiotherapy followed. 
Already very slim, Polly lost 
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to fight this 
own way’ 



a huge amount of weight 
and, incredibly weak, she 
recalls being on the point 
of collapse. 

But, ever determined, 
Polly recovered. Yet she 
admits returning to 
“normal life” was 
daunting. “I’d moved back 
home to Cambridge from 
London while I had 
treatment,” she explains. “I 
can still remember going 
back on the Tube for the 
first time, then going into a 
noisy bar... It was actually 
quite frightening.” 

“Like a lot of people, 
before I had cancer Id 
been running round the 
hamster wheel for years,” 
Polly continues. “I left 
school at 18 and became a 
PA; I didn’t really even 
want to be a PA, but I fell 
into it and then one job 
kind of led to another. 

“I always had this feeling 
that I could be doing more, 
that something wasn’t 
quite right, that something 
was missing... Now I’m 
determined to lead the 
happiest and most fulfilled 
life I can. 

“I want to be the best 
version of myself possible 
- and I want to help other 
people fulfil their potential 
too.” 

After deciding to train as 
a fife coach, Polly says she 
soon realised she’d found 
her niche. Describing 
coaching as “all about 
looking to the future, not 
looking back”, setting goals 
and working out how to 
achieve them, she prides 
herself on “walking the 
talk” in her own everyday 
life. 

“My ‘healing journey’ 
requires a lot of self- 
discipline,” she explains. 
“There are mornings when 
I get up and think I really 
can’t be bothered to make 
another juice -1 have 
seven or eight a day - or 
make a salad, or go 
shopping for more organic 
fruit and veg. 

“But I don’t beat myself 
up for that; equally, I stick 
with it, I don’t give up. I 
believe in allowing 
everything, letting it all out 
... It’s all part of the 
process.” 

Earlier this year Polly 
founded the Super Self 
Academy 

( www.superselfacademy.: 
com). Offering both 
remote tuition and one-to- 
one coaching, her aim is to 
help others take charge of 
their own lives, make 
positive changes - and, 
ultimately, find true 
happiness. 

“I worked with one guy 
who was seriously 
overweight,” continues 


Polly. “In three months of 
working with him he lost 
two and a half stone and 
felt so much more 
confident, happier, 
healthier... Knowing 
you’ve been able to help 
someone - given them the 
tools to help themselves - 
is incredibly rewarding.” 

Polly discovered the 
cancer had returned this 
winter, after contracting 
pneumonia and being 
rushed into hospital. That’s 
when the two growths 
were discovered in her 
neck: “I always knew that, 
if the cancer did return, it 
would be in my neck. But it 
was still a real shock: I was 
so well... Even the doctors 
didn’t expect it.” 

Polly says telling her 
family that she was 
refusing conventional 
treatment was tough. “We 
sat round the table and I 
told them I wanted to do 
this myself, that I didn’t 
want to put my body 
through all that again,” she 
remembers. 

“And I told them I didn’t 
want to know if they were 
having problems with my 
decision: I just wanted to 
know they loved me and 
were there for me. They 
were amazing. They said: 
‘OK, we’ll support you’.” 

Relocating to Cambridge 
on a permanent basis, to 
be close to her family (her 
parents live in Hauxton), 
Polly has since dedicated 


herself to her nutritional 
programme, meditation 
and visualisation - and to 
her coaching enterprise. 

As well as cutting out 
chemicals from her diet, 
Polly uses all organic and 
chemical-free beauty 
products. She is, she 
explains, determined to rid 
her body of toxins. “It’s not 
apiece of cake,” she 
admits. “And it can be 
expensive. But I don’t feel 
like this is something I can 
afford not to do.” 

In her bid to spread both 
happiness and healing to 
others, Polly is in the midst 
of writing a book about her 
experiences and co- 
authoring a book on how 
to deal with cancer. And 
her “healing journey” is 
being followed by a 
documentary film crew. 

“OK, so this isn’t where I 
would have planned to be: 
facing cancer for the 
second time at 28,” admits 
Polly. “But this is where I 
am - and it’s down to me to 
make the most of it. 

“If I wake up in the 
morning and feel like 
going roller skating, I go 
roller skating. If I want to 
go to Alton Towers next 
week, I’ll go to Alton 
Towers next week. Life is 
for living - and I want to 
live my life to the full.”

‘We can’t afford to 
shelve A14 upgrade’

THE country simply cannot 
afford to shelve plans to 
improve the A14 - that’s the 
stark message sent to the 
Government by a council boss. 

Cllr Jill Tuck, leader of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council, has sent a 
strongly worded letter to Transport 
Minister Philip Hammond including a 
detailed case of why the scheme is vital 
to the county and the country. 

Improving the A14 - currently on 
hold pending the spending review - 
makes sense in terms of safety, 
economic prosperity, reducing 
pollution and congestion as well as 
adding up in financial terms, 
according to the letter. 

And an improved road has wider 
financial benefits above the £1.2 
billion price tag that would help 
communities who suffer when 
thousands of vehicles rat-run through 
villages to avoid accidents. 

CUr Tuck said: “We understand the 
problems with the national deficit but 
stopping this scheme does not add up 
in the terms of the cost to lives, 
communities, businesses and the 
environment. 

“But crucially for the Treasury and 
Cambridgeshire, the cost of improving 
the A14 stacks up in terms of financial 
benefits, beyond its current price tag. 


“Now is not the time to tinker with 
the A14 - too many lives have been 
lost, too many communities have 
suffered and too many businesses are 
paying for the consequences of 
congestion. 

“This is a locally, nationally and 
internationally important scheme that 
benefits the economy of 
Cambridgeshire, the Eastern region 
and the UK. 

“We have good, solid arguments 
why the full scheme needs to be 
implemented and we hope everyone 
will join us in urging the Transport 
Minister to make sure the A14 stays a 
top priority.” 

The letter says the A14 provides one 
of the main accesses into Cambridge 
and Huntingdon, supporting local 
businesses. It also makes the case that 
the long-term economic benefits of 


the scheme to the region are estimated 
to be more than double its cost. 

Cllr Tuck says the council 
understands the need to review all 
spending decisions and particularly 
those as large as the A14 scheme. 

But she concludes: “We do, however, 
believe that this scheme represents a 
special case that the country can’t 
afford to shelve. Cambridgeshire, with 
its high value-added economy, has the 
potential to lead the country out of 
recession and towards renewed 
prosperity but investment in 
infrastructure is a necessary part of 
that, and nowhere more so than on the 
A14. 

“We therefore urge you to move 
towards a quick decision on the 
funding for the scheme and prioritise 
improvements for the benefit of the 
country as a whole.”

More than 50 caught 
with no TV licence 


FEWER television licence 
dodgers were caught in 
Newmarket than neigh¬ 
bouring Ely. 

New figures released by TV 
Licensing for the first six 
months of this year show that 
53 people were caught in 
Newmarket compared with 
102 in Ely and 402 in Cam¬ 
bridge. 

The average rate of licence 
evasion is five per cent and 
across the country 209,000 
people were caught without 
TV licences. 

Ian Fannon, from TV 
Licensing, said: “The vast 
majority of people in 
Newmarket pay their licence 
fee, and to be fair to those 
who pay, we have to be firm 
with those who attempt to 
get away without paying. 

“We take TV Licence 
evasion very seriously and, 
while we give people every 
opportunity to pay, we will 


not hesitate to prosecute if 
people continue to break the 
law. 

“We do understand that 
some people may find it 
difficult to pay their licence 
fee in one go, which is why 
we offer numerous ways to 
spread the cost, including 
monthly direct debit, which 
can be set up very quickly 
online, and a weekly cash 
payment plan.” 

A colour TV Licence 
currently costs £145.50 and is 
required by anyone watching 
or recording TV programmes 
as they are shown on TV, 
whether they are using a TV 
set, computer, or any other 
equipment. 

Anyone watching TV 
illegally risks prosecution 
and a fine of up to £1,000.

Mildenhall 


THOSE looking at the agenda for 
Mildenhall Parish Council’s last 
meeting might well have expected a 
very long evening, especially since 
the three open sessions (with 
standing orders suspended) took 
some 50 minutes. 

Here the local SNT sergeant, the 
RAF Mildenhall British Commander 
and the two Suffolk county 
councillors who serve Mildenhall 
parish all had reports to give before 
questions were put to them. 

Yet the remainder of the written 
reports were so well expressed, 
with clear reasons for all the 
recommendations being made, that 
members had very few points to 
raise during the time allowed for 
discussion and debate. 

In one case when the Suffolk 
County Council’s focus group report 
was on the table, there was some 


concern as to how a local survey is 
to be distributed in Mildenhall itself, 
with local villages having a much 
easier task to get out the papers. 

It is hoped that the Mildenhall 
residents will look for these in 
several prominent places such as 
the bus station, the library, town 
museum and similar spots. 

But some serious questions were 
raised in the item 

“correspondence”, with a letter from 
an officer of Forest Heath District 
Council seeming to indicate that by 
mid-August a considered response 
was needed in respect of a potential 
sale of Mildenhall market and its 
counterparts at Brandon and 
Newmarket. 

Several of the members have 
asked for immediate further 
information concerning the 
reference to the ancient market 
before the meeting of the policy 
committee early in September, while 


at the same time seeking a delay. 

■ Probus: About three dozen 
members of the Mildenhall & District 
Probus Club gathered recently in 
the Social Club, under Niall 
Murphy’s chairmanship, for a talk. 

On this occasion they were 
treated to another style of open-air 
worker, when Suffolk man Mike 
Graystone gave a most interesting 
and descriptive address on the Art 
of Beekeeping. 

Having had a “taster” during the 
Second World War when he was in 
a countryside school, Mr Graystone 
explained that it was in 1993 that he 
came across two other folk who 
shared this interest, and since then 
he has become almost an expert at 
the art of apiary and the production 
of honey. 

Members finalised arrangements 
for their next outing, arranged by 
Bernard Ransome.

Crime falls but 
burglaries rise

CRIME in Suffolk is at 
its lowest rate for a 
decade but violent 
crime and domestic 
burglary has risen. 

The overall crime rate 
between April 2009 and 
March 31, 2010, had drop¬ 
ped, including a reduction 
in the number of incidents 
of anti-social behaviour 
(ASB) in Suffolk by 1,000, a 
report from Suffolk Police 
Authority has revealed. 

Officers had also 
exceeded the target num¬ 
ber of detections of drug 
trafficking offences. 

The force had continued 
to beat targets in answering 
emergency 999 calls, with 
the latest police authority 
set target to answer 90 per 
cent of all 999 calls within 
10 seconds. 

In 2008/2009, 95.8 per 
were answered within 
target, and in 2010/2011, 
95.59 per cent, despite a 6.5 
per cent increase in the 
volume received 

The report details the 
substantial work that has 
been undertaken to

improve levels of confid¬ 
ence in the community. 

Support was requested 
from the National Policing 
Improvement Agency, a 
new joint strategic 
ambition was established, 
committed to 'reducing the 
levels of crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour and 
achieving high levels of 
public confidence’, and a 
dedicated working group 
was established to address 
the issue. The latest figures 
confirm an improvement 
from 46.9 per cent of those 
surveyed feeling confid¬ 
ence in Suffolk Constab¬ 
ulary last quarter to 49.8 


per cent in the latest 
quarter, moving Suffolk up 
15 places nationally to 21st. 

Chairman of Suffolk 
Police Authority, Colin 
Spence said: “The past year 
has been a challenging one. 
It is our duty, as an 
authority, to oversee the 
constabulary’s work and to 
ensure that the best 
possible policing service is 
provided. 

“It is vital that our com¬ 
munities have confidence 
in the police to deal with 
the crime and anti-social 
behaviour issues that 
matter locally. The actions 
aimed at addressing anti¬ 
social behaviour along with 
the improvement in levels 
of confidence demonstrate 
the police authority’s 
commitment to building 
confidence. 

“Suffolk is a safe county 
and our performance in 
keeping it safe has been 
consistently strong throu¬ 
ghout the last year. We will 
not be complacent and we 
will continue to monitor 
and work with the constab¬ 
ulary through the chall¬ 
enges that face us this year, 
to ensure a policing service 
our communities continue 
to value and trust.”

The big film 


THE SORCERER’S APPRENTICE (PG, 109 mins)

HALFWAY through Jon Turteltaub’s fast-paced yarn, 
the eponymous hero calls upon what little magical 
knowledge he possesses to command an army of 
mops to clean his secret hideaway. 

It only takes a couple of notes of Paul Dukas’s 
rhythmic orchestral work, featured most famously in 
the Disney animation Fantasia, for us to realise that 
enchanted cleaning tools and endless buckets of 
sloshing water are a recipe for disaster, or a sizeable 
insurance claim. 

Like so much in the film, this well-orchestrated scene 
promises copious tongue-in-cheek thrills but doesn’t 
quite deliver. 

Certainly, Turteltaub’s film has its pleasures, including 
a Chinatown dragon on poles that morphs into an 
actual mythical beastie that rampages through the New 
York district. However, the screenwriters’ weak potion 
of family-friendly action, comedy and romance doesn’t 
linger in the memory for long. 

Harry Potter’s wand won’t be trembling in his hand. 

As a boy, Dave Stutler (Cherry) wanders into the 
Arcana Cabana antiques store and has a strange 
conversation with its owner, Balthazar Blake (Cage), 
who reveals that the youngster is to become a great 
wizard - the Prime Merlinian - and defeat the forces of 
evil under the control of evil Morgana Le Fay (Krige). 
Before Balthazar can begin the youngster’s tuition, 
dastardly rival Maxim Horvath (Molina) intervenes and 



a fight ensues, trapping both sorcerers inside a 
magical urn. 

Ten years later to the day, Dave (now played by 
Baruchel) is a brilliant physics student with an 
unrequited crush on pretty classmate Becky (Palmer). 
Balthazar and Maxim finally escape their pottery 
purgatory and both men race to track down Dave, who 
possesses an enchanted Russian doll that imprisons 
Morgana for all eternity. 

Thankfully, Dave has Balthazar to protect him while he 
learns the basics of sorcery. 

So Maxim takes his own apprentice, world famous 
illusionist Drake Stone (Kebbell), and together they plot 
Morgana’s resurrection. 

The Sorcerer’s Apprentice opens with a prologue set 
in Britain 740AD that sketches the legend of Merlin and 
his three apprentices before fast-forwarding to the 
21 st century Big Apple. 

Turteltaub’s film certainly isn’t complicated - you 
won’t need to cast a spell of clairvoyance to foresee 
how Dave’s journey ends - nor to recognise the 
potential opening for a sequel.

Bring the Med in 
with some gravel 


H osepipe bans, 
parched grass and 
withering plants 
during the heat of summer 
make gravel gardens seem all 
the more tempting. 

In fact, making a gravel 
garden is pretty easy if you 
choose Mediterranean-style 
plants including lavender, 
euphorbias, cistus, santolina 
and phlomis, which provide 
plenty of nectar and pollen for 
visiting insects. 

Gardens of grasses, smaller 
plants or natives from rocky 
hillsides are well suited to a 
gravel garden. Succulents also 
like a gritty soil. 

Once established, a gravel 
garden featuring drought- 
tolerant plants such as 
phormium, blue grass, iris, 
alpine pinks and 
sempervivum needs almost 
no maintenance. 

Ideally, you need a sunny, 
well-drained spot with 
predominantly sandy soil. If 
you have heavy clay soil add 
plenty of organic matter 
before you start to help 
improve drainage. 

Gravel is an ideal 
background for bright flowers, 
but paler whites and yellows 
can look insipid. One

downside is that self-seeding 
plants (such as eryngiums 
and some geraniums) can 
become a problem because 
gravel is perfect for seedlings. 

Lay landscape fabric over 
the soil, before you add the 
gravel, to stop weeds and help 
prevent the plants self- 
seeding. Cut slits in the fabric 
which are large enough to 
take the root ball of the plants. 

There’s a wealth of choice in 
grades and colour of gravel, 
but make sure you choose one 
which is going to fit in with 
the colour of your garden 
stone or bricks and style of 
your home. 

Medium-grade gravels tend 
to be easier to walk on than 
smaller grades, rounded pea 
shingle or large cobbles. If 
cats are a problem in your 


garden, they may be put off by 
larger grades of gravel. 

There’s a surprisingly wide 
choice of plants that will 
survive and thrive in a well- 
drained gravel garden in a 
sunny spot, including alliums, 
ceanothus, salvia, lavender, 
rosemary, thyme, echinops, 
nepeta and cosmos, as well as 
a variety of ornamental 
grasses. A comprehensive list 
can be found on the Royal 
Horticultural Society’s website 
at www.rhs.org.uk 

Gravel gardens are low- 
maintenance but you will 
have to weed thoroughly in 
the first couple of years, while 
young plants are trying to 
establish. Once they are big 
enough they should suppress 
most weeds naturally. Remove 
spent flower stalks in the 
autumn or, if left over winter 
for architectural effect, in 
early spring. 

Helianthemums, cistus and 
sages will give your garden a 
Mediterranean feel, while 
succulents and ice plants, 
coupled with some lovely 
grasses, create a more coastal 
look. 

Whatever else you do, make 
the garden fit into the larger 
environment. Use some larger 


rocks, pieces of wood or big 
old stumps to create focal 
points. 

Many gravel gardens 
inevitably have a path 
embedded into them, so that 
residents don’t drag the gravel 
into the house on their feet. 
Many end up using railway 
sleepers, bedded into the 
gravel, to make attractive, 
informal paths. 

Decide how you want to use 
the garden before siting the 
path. Do you want it to feel 
like one large space or several 
small areas, do you want the 
path to meander or would you

rather it lead directly to the 
destination? Once your gravel 
garden is established, you 
may never worry again about 
a hosepipe ban. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - 
Gaillardia (Blanket flower) 

Stunning daisy-like flowers 
in red or orange, tipped with 
yellow or gold and measuring 
up to 10cm (4in) across make 
a welcome splash of colour in 
the herbaceous borders at this 
time of year. The flowers 
emerge from early summer 
and can last until autumn if 
you deadhead them regularly. 
They also make ideal cut 


blooms. The type you’re most 
likely to come across are 
hybrids bred from G. aristata 
and G. pulchella, both from 
the dry, sunny prairies of 
North America. They love 
sunny, well-drained borders 
and thrive in sandy soils. 

Good varieties include 
‘Dazzler’, which produces big 
flowers with a red centre and 
orange edge, or ‘Wirral Flame’, 
which has dark red flowers 
with a yellow tip. Cut them 
down to ground level in the 
autumn, after flowering has 
finished, and divide clumps 
every three years.

And if you haven’t placed 
an order yet, don’t worry, 
because there are still plenty 
of great deals to be had, 
writes Ray Castle of 
motors.co.uk. There are so 
many, in fact, that choosing 
the one that works best for 
you can be hard. Here’s our 
guide: 

1. Go for older , run-out 
models 

Nissan’s faithful friend of a 
supermini, the Micra, is one 
such. 

The current one’s been 
with us since 2003. And with 
its replacement due in 
showrooms by the end of 
the year, Nissan is offering a 
meaty £2,000 off list price. 
To qualify, all you need is a 
car at least seven years old 
to part-exchange, and in 
return a new Micra will be 
yours from £6,500. All main 


dealers offer the £2k trade- 
in provided that you sign up 
before the end of 
September. 

2. Think about an all-in-one 
deal 

These lump together the 
costs of buying and running 
a car into a single monthly 
payment. 

They’re great for young 
drivers who have spare cash 
but don’t have much savings 
(to use as a deposit). It can 
also be a way to offset the 
huge car insurance bills they 
often face. Peugeot’s ‘Just 
Add Fuel’ puts them at the 
wheel of a 107 for £197 
monthly. This package 
provides the car, insurance, 
road tax, breakdown cover 
and servicing. 

3. Settle for delivery mid- 
September ; or even later 

It’s great to have the fun of 
driving a new car, fresh on 
the day that the plate 
changes. 

But unless you really need 
to get one-up on your work¬ 
mates or neighbours, it’s 


wiser to delay delivery for a 
couple of weeks. Typically, 
more new cars join the UK’s 
roads on September 1 than 
at any other day of the year 
except for March 1, which 
marks the first of the annual 
plate changes. 

Even with the best-laid 
plans, dealers can struggle 
to deliver so many cars at 
once. So, for a more leisurely 
handover and an 
immaculately checked and 
cleaned car, leave it until 
later. And, looking ahead, all 
those cars will need 
servicing at about the same 
time and, after three years, 
will be due a MoT test, too. 
There’s even a chance that 
the dealer will reward you 
with a keener price than he 
or she would give for Sept 1 
delivery. 

4. Get an in-demand car, 
cheaper or quicker 
Set your heart on a Mini 
Cooper, Fiat 500, an A3 
cabrio or another model 
that’s a favourite right now? 
Dealers’ order books may be 
bulging.

5. Buying a 60-plate, 
pre-registered 

This will work only if you’re 
patient, then move fast. 

Pre-registered cars are 
effectively ‘new’ except that 
someone else’s name appears 
first on the owner’s 
documents . If past years are 


anything to go by, 60-reg cars 
will turn up for sale within 
days if not hours of 
September 1. Car super¬ 
markets and dealers special¬ 
ising in pre-registered cars 
are the places most likely to 
have them. 

Check motors.co.uk in the 
week after September 1 for 
details of such cars, pop 
down to the selling dealer 
and - job done! A new 60- 
plate car at a big saving.

“The Rover 25 has a

“Size-wise, the Rio is 
bigger than a Picanto 
or the Ford Ka, but 
smaller than a Ford 
Focus or Vauxhall 
Astra, so it is ideal for 
campus needs.”

RISING star Joe Jacobs believes he will not find 
the same team spirit at his new home as the one 
he enjoyed during his hugely successful 18-month 
spell at Mildenhall.
